a push/pull wire configured to be pushed or pulled along a longitudinal axis of the 
wire through the wire lumen;

to which the push/pull wire is secure d, said at least one radio-opaque band being attached 
to said extension ; 

wherein the flexible joint region has a predetermined length sized to affect a 
flexure of the flexible joint region; and 

a braid disposed along at least a majority of the wire lumen, the braid terminating 
proximally of the flexible joint region.

Claim 24 (Original) The catheter section of claim 1 wherein the main lumen 
further comprises a lining along at least a majority of the main lumen.

a push/pull wire configured to be pushed or pulled along a longitudinal axis of the 
wire through the wire lumen; and 

at least one radio-opaque band n e ar or at th e distal e nd of th e fl e xibl e joint r e gion 
to which the push/pull wire is secure d, said at least one radio-opaque band being attached 
to said extension, wherein the flexible joint region has a predetermined length sized to 
affect a flexure of the flexible joint region; and 

a braid disposed along at least a majority of the wire lumen, the braid terminating 
proximally of the flexible joint region.

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Claim 33 (Original) The catheter assembly of claim 30 further comprising a 
control in communication with a proximal end of the push/pull wire for manipulating the 
flexible joint region.
